I "If it ever falls, and I think it will, to my lot to nomi-

I tacked, no matter if the attack has behind it the feelinc 
of prejudice of !'0'> at the jieople, will stand up against 
the attack. That is my interpretation uf the doctrine of 
the 'square deal.' President Hoouvelt to the Temu Leg- 
Ulatun. 

In these words the I'resident told of the kind ol men he 
intended to appoint on the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the event Congress should pass a lawgiving the 
Oonimission control of rates. He has defined here an 
ideal public servant. This ia the sort that should bo in 
every public office in the land. This is the kind the 
founders of the Nation must have had in mind when they 
worked out the magnificent system of government pre 
scribed in the Constitntion. 

With every Con>table, Magistrate, Alderman, Mayor, 
Legislator, Judge, their superiors, subordinates and aids, 
following strictly this doctrine of "the square deal," life 
in America would l>e one grand, sweet .«ong, indeed. 

But there is mighty little idealism in practical poli 
tics, and so we find all over the country men who regard 
"public office as a private tinap;" who show favoritism 
whenever they feel like it, and have not the courage to 
stand up for right as they see it if an unreasonable popu 
lar prejudice takes the other side. 

Some ilay things may be otherwise, but ideal ofHcers 
a.-e verv rare in this the tlfth year of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.
